HOW JOHNSON WON AND LOST. 



B. J. Johnson was lucky with his horses 
Paul Griggs and Caesarian yesterday at Ideal 
Park. But his betting ventures were pic- 
turesque. His gray colt, Paul Griggs, had 
shown some speed in his Detroit races, and Mr. 
Johnson thought he might win the four and a 
half furlong maiden two-year old race. Just 
before post time he handed Henry McDaniels 
$60. saying: “Put that on my colt at the best 
price.” B.J. Johnson formerly owned Thomp- 
son, and as McDaniels had heard nothing of the 
sale, he naturally hurried to the ring and put 
the commission on Thompson. After the race 
Johnson was all smiles, but when he met the 
latter and handed him ^ worth of Thompson 
tickets he almost fainted. Paul Griggs was as 
good as 15 to 1 and won the race by a short 
he^d. 

The third event furnished the racing sensation, 
Caufield, handsomely handled by Everett, win- 
ning by a nose on the post. 

Caesarian won his race handily on the end, 
but Ajax had him straight at the head of the 
stretch. 

It was an ideal day for racing, and another 
big crowd was out. Betting was none too brisk, 
and decidedly in the ring’s favor. Only two first 
choices won and they were at odds on. About 
100 people came down from Milwaukee on the 
regular train, and a Milwaukee special may be 
added to the track’s good train service. 



OGDEN’S EARLY QUALITY. 



The gross value of the 1896 Futurity was $57- 
290, of which $41,290 goes to the winner. The 
stake was made up of $07,290 in forfeits, $17,500 
in added money and $2,500 in starting fees. 
Charles T. Patterson and H. P. Headley of Lex- 
ington, Ky., the joint owners of Ornament, who 
finished second, will receive $8,666.66, while Mr. 
Headly gets $2,500 additional as the breeder of 
the colt, Rodermond won $1,833,34 for his owner, 
J. VV. Rogers’ together with $1,000 for his breed- 
ers, Gen. W. H. Jackson and Richard Croker of 
the Belle Meade Stud, Nashville, Tenn. 

Ogden had started five times previous to his 
Futurity performance. At Anaconda, June 30, 
John Campbell started Jim Blackburn and 
Ogden in a half-mile dash for two-year-olds, de- 
claring to win with the former. Blackburn won 
on sufferance and Ogden ran second ; time, :50. 
On July 4, in a five furlong dash, Campbell 
declared to win with Loch Ness, and did so, 
Ogden again finishing second to his stable com- 

E anion. Five days later, in a race for all aged 
orses, Ogden got out of the list of maidens by 
winning at five furlongs in 1:03. On July 11 
Campbell started Ogden aud Loch Ness in a 
handicap for two-year-olds, declaring to win 
with the latter. 

Loch Ness proved unequal to the task, how- 
ever, and Duffy was forced to go on with Ogden 
to save the race. The colt won easily in 1 :02^4. 
His fifth race was run at Butte, July 20. 

In a dash of five furlongs the sturdy two-year- 
old easily defeated the aged horses Bill Howard 
and Tom Tucker in 1 :U3. Three days later 
Campbell shipped the colt to Saratoga, arriving 
there Am^ust 1. 

According to volume 17 of the English Stud 
Book, Oriole, the dam of Ogden, was owned in 
1893, when she was bred to Kilwarliu, by F. Lus- 
combe. She was purchased by James McCaig 
for Mr. Daly’s account at l attersall’s December 
sales in 1893. so that she was owned by Mr. Daly 
on April 10, 1894, when Ogden was foaled, and 
therefore by the conditions of the Futurity, 
Mr. Daly is entitled to the $4,000 breeding bonus. 



A RACING LAW DECISION. 



A question of racing law was decided at 
Brighton in the dead heat between Gold Crest 
and Ferrier, which it may be useful to quote. 
After the dead heat the parties interested in 
Gold Crest claimed that in the “run off” he 
should be entitled to the pole, he having started 
on the outside and taken the pole from Ferrier, 
finishing on the inside. The stewards decided 
that such would apply in a race of heats, but in 
a dash race a dead heat is an unfinished race, 
and that the horses should take their places as 
drawn for the race. The equity of the decision 
is seen in the fact that a dead heat is against 
every horse in the race except the dead heaters, 
whoee relative standing is the same as before 
the race was run. 



PACIFIC JuCKEY CLUB STAKES. 



Upon the fourth page of today’s Racing 
Form is spread the full early stake display of the 
winter meeting of the Pacific Coast Jockey 
Club. It is made up of eleven events of the 
value of $30,500, an average of $27,725 each. The 
stakes are for the early days of the meeting 
which begins October 24 aud runs three weeks 
in alternation with the new California Jockey 
Club track at Oakland. The pace of California 
winter racing has grown sharper each season. 
The next season will be faster than ever. The 
books and blanks of the Pacific Coast Jockey 
Club Stakes can be had at this office. 



REQUITAL IS FIRST-CLASS. 



The decisive manner in which Requital won 
the Twin City Handicap sets at rest for all time 
the question of the class to which the big colt 
belongs. He is a topsawyer, aud Americans 
would gladly pit him against the best of the 
English thoroughbreds. St. Frusquin was un- 
doubtedly a great colt before he went wrong, 
but there are many good judges of class who 
would go the limit on Requital to beat him. It 
seemed to be only play for the three-year-old to 
vanquish Buck Massie on Saturday, and the lat- 
ter has, in 1895, aud during the present season, 
shown that he is considerable of a race horse in 
any company. He has run a mile and a quarter 
in 2:05)4 with 125 pounds up. and is considered 
one of the gamiest horses in training, yet Re- 
quital beat him in a gallop. 

Three things contribute to make Requital a 
phenomenal race horse. His wonderful con- 
formation places him at a marked advantage 
over any of his competitors. His disposition is 
perfect, and he can be placed anywhere during 
a race, giving his rider no trouble by fighting 
for the lead before it is time to go to the front. 
Last of all, he is in the hands of a hard-headed, 
shrewd trainer, who will not ask him to perform 
impossibilities, and who will not race him until 
he is trained to the hour. Few men could have 
withstood the temptation of starting Requital 
against Handspring and Hastings last spring at 
Morris Park. The colt might have been hurried 
along and been sent to the post in coLdition to 
win, but it would have been at a sacrifice, and 
the Futurity winner was saved for the Realiza- 
tion, this being the race for which Rowe had all 
along pointed. 

Hequital was the pride of the late Col. Thomp- 
son’s heart. He was fond of One I Love, but he 
believed that Requital could beat her at any 
kind of racing. He was also sanguine that Re- 
quital could beat any of the colts of his own 
age. 

Requital has no engagements of note until 
Tuesday, Sept. 1. when he will probably go to 
the post in the September Stakes at one mile 
and three furlongs. He will be well penalized 
and will be called upon to beat The Winner, 
Gold Crest, Roundsman, Captive, and Madge I).

The Cincinnati Enquirer — a generally thick 
and clumsy sheet, the density of which thickens 
as it goes to the turf- is pleased to publish 
“tips.” Last Friday it “tipped” some 21 races, 
aud out of the 21 “tips” one winner came, “lip- 
ping” is a touts game. The newspaper which 
drifts to it loses class. It can give its mathe- 
matical ideas out of what has happened and 
what is likely to happen in a racing way with 
dignity and intelligence; but “tips” printed as 
“tips” have a bad smell. Then, too. an array of 
21 “tips” with but one winning “tip” smacks of 
fatheadedness, not to say idiocy.
